In some 
sections seed crops were in- 
jured by drought and early 
frost, even in eastern Massa- 
chusetts frost occurred as late 
as June 20. Peas and Beans 
will be a short crop. In New 
York State where many of 
our seed beans are grown con- 
tinuous rains during Sept. and 
Oct. while crops were still in 
the field ready for harvest 
suffered considerable damage. 

Sweet corn also will be 
short, due to wet weather 
and frost.

In making a lawn, much future trouble will be avoided 
if the preparatory work is carefully and thoroughly done. 
It is very essential that you have a good depth of surface 
soil and proper drainage. There should be no less than a 
foot in depth of good loam, two feet would be better; if 
the soil is of a sandy nature the grass is apt to burn out in 
hot, dry weather. 


The seed may be sown with success at any time, from 
April to August, though the best time is during April and 
May. When your land is ready to receive the seed select 
a time when the weather is calm. If planted on a windy

day the seed would scatter so unevenly the results would be 
very unsatisfactory. Just as soon as the grass gets started 
nicely, and it is 3 to 4 in. tall, run the lawn mower over it, 
being careful not to cut too close. Continue the mowings 
at intervals of about ten days. When the lawn is well estab- 
lished, frequent rollings are beneficial, especially in the 
spring. Sheep Manure (see page 46) makes an excellent 
fertilizer for lawns. Use at the rate of 100 pounds to every 
1,000 square feet. To stimulate the growth of grass of an 
old lawn use 1 pound to every 30 square feet; should be 
applied two or three times during the season. Apply just 
before watering and keep moist for several days.

Spray Your Beans 


Bordeaux Misture.. This is composed of copper sul- 
fate (blue vitriol), lime and water, and these substances are 
combined in various proportions for different purposes. 
The following directions are for making a standard solution 
known as ‘‘4—4-50 Bordeaux Mixture.” The first figure 
in this and similar formulas indicates pounds of copper sul- 
fate; the second, pounds of lime; the third, gallons of 
water. 

1. Dissolve 4 pounds of copper sulfate crystals in 
about 2 gallons of hot water, using a wooden container, or 
dissoive by suspending the crystals in a coarse sack in a half 
barrel of water. 

2. Slake 4 pounds of fresh lime in a wooden tub or 
half barrel, adding water slowty and in no greater quantity 
than is necessary to insure thorough slaking. Upon com- 
pletion of the slaking enough water may be added and 
stirred in to make the mixture the consistency of thick 
cream. 


_ 3. When cold the lime mixture 1s poured through a 
wire strainer (about 20 meshes to the inch) into the spray 
barrel and water added to half fill the barrel. Straining is 
necessary to remove particles which would clog the spray 
nozzle. The copper solution, diluted to 15 or 20 gallons, 
is poured slowly into the lime mixture and water added to 
fill the barrel. The mixture, promptly and thoroughly 
stirred, is then ready for use.

In 
a box 15x 18 in., about 400 to 500 beans can be planted. 
He then filis the boxes nearly full of earth, covering the 
beans about 1'% in. deep and saturates the soil with water. 
In a week or 10 days, if the boxes have been kept in a warm — 
place and occasionally watered, the seed will have 
sprouted and taken root. Then the boxes are taken to the 
field or garden and the beans transplanted, pas 4or5 
ane eg a hill and thinning eventually to 3. ry this

Prof. W. T. Maconn in experiments in growing beans 
under cheese cloth, found that beans were ready for use 
earlier inside than outside and were nearly as productive.
